Supreme Belag. 

Could one read between the re 
marks of the speaker a hint of the 
atter hopelessness oof war? He 
touched on the possibility of ano | 
ther war, which if it should take 
place would be one of bombs «anuj 
poison gases largely.

One wonders if it is not possible’ 
for those of us who call ovrselves' 
sane, and in this supposedly en- 
lightened age of the world’s pro 
gress, if we cannot bring united in- 
tluence to bear and so strongly up 
hold the work of the League of 
Nations and so heartily tax those | 
who would profit by a war that 
any such motive would be rendered 
nil, and thereby cause war with 
{ts appalling torture and slaughter | 
of mankind to cease and the, 
sword be beaten into the plow 
share

Ottawa—One of the bright fea- 
tures of the 1930 Dominion election 
it Was agreed on @ll sides, was the 
break up of “solid oloce’, the Que- 
bec “bloc” in particular, In the last 
parliament Mr Bennett as opposit 
jon leader had only four supporters 
from Quebec, while 61 Quebec mem 
bers sat on the Liberal side. Today 
as prime minister Mr, Bennett has 
24 Quebec M. P’s behind him. 
There are five Quebec men in his 
government including three Frencn 
Canadians: Arthur Sauve, postmas- 
er—general, Alired Duranleau, min- 
ister of marine, with radio as one 
of his concerns, and Maurice Dupre 
solicitor general. 

‘The country has by this time got 
over the shock of surprise which 
Quebec provided by electing 2¢ 
Conservatives to the Commons. 
What may not be clear yet in all 
parts of the Dominion is that Mr 
Bennett's personality and policies 
have profoundly stirred many peo 
ple in Quebec and attracted fervent 
support in that province.

the French Canadians are agains 
liumigration. They suspect immi- 
grants, especially Buropeans, 0: 
bringing radical and even commub- 
istic ideas with them. ‘They sus- 
pect immigrants of lacking know- 
ledge of and reapect for Canadian 
traditions. They passionately op- 
pose the idea of making Canada an- 
other melting pot like the United 
States. They would prefer keeping 
Canada closed to outsiders, open 
for the free expansion of the Can- 
adian people. Therefore, Mr Ben- 
nett’s closing of the door earns 
their approval. 

So does his embargo on Russian 
imports. The anti-clerical Govern- 
tment of Russia, which has perse- 
cuted churchmen and closed chu- 
ches, perhaps bas tewer friends in 
French Canada than in any other 
part of tbe country. When the Ben- 
hett Government, announcing the 
ban on Russian coal and wood and 
furs issued a memoradum indicat- 
ing its dissent from Moscow econ- 
omica, it obtained three lusty 
cheers from Quebec people. Mr 
Armand Lavergne imformed the 
House last week that, as a Chriat- 
ian and a Canadian, he counted the 
day of the embargo as the proudest 
in his life 

Another statement by Mr La 
vergne was that the rights of the 
French minority with regard to 
lapguage must be respected 
throughout Canada. This is a 
btrong point with him as with 
most Quebec M P's. Those who sit 
behind the present Government 
must be supposed to regard the 
Conservative party as the bes 
guardian of the rights they cherish. 
This view fits im with the fact that 
the Liberals are the party most 
anxious to make it easier to amend 
the Canadian constitution. 

But Mr Bennett's strongest asset 
in French speaking Canada is his 
“Canada First’ idea. The notion 
that Canada should adopt a species 
of Sinn Fein policy, become econ- 
omically independent, exclude im- 
migrants and build a peculiarly 
Canadian civilization is very at- 
tractive east of Ottawa.

contracts for advertising.
